LIGHTING UP TIME

T HE annual illumination of 
Hackney’s festive lights has 
transformed the borough into 
a winter wonderland. 

From Stamford Hill in the north 
to Shoreditch in the south, 24 of 
residents’ best-loved areas are now 
radiating a cheery glow. Broadway 
Market, Stoke Newington Church 


Street and Mare Street, including 
the Town Hall Square (pictured), 
are just some of the communal 
areas decked out for the Council’s 
Festival Of Lights 2007. 

The display marks traditional 
celebration days for the borough’s 
many faiths and will stay on until 
February next year. 

The Speaker of Hackney, 
Faizullah Khan, said: “The Festival 
Of Lights has grown out of a desire 
to celebrate the wonderful mix of 
cultures, religions and communities 
that live together in Hackney. 



“The theme of light transcends all 
faiths and relates to all cultures. It 
represents hope, cohesion and peace.” 

Hackney is one of the most 
diverse places in the world, with 
100 different languages spoken by 
a wide mix of cultures, religions 
and communities. 

The lights are a colourful 
celebration of this diversity, 
as are the many festivals that 
will take place over the coming 
months.

Big cash boost for borough 

HACKNEY is set to benefit from nearly £4million in 
funding to help improve the borough’s transport 
networks. 

The £3,996,000 grant was announced by Transport 
for London (TfL) for a range of measures designed to 
make the borough safer, greener and more accessible. 
The package includes: 

• £867,000 for more cycle lanes and better facilities for 
cyclists, as part of the London Cycle Network 

• £806,000 for school travel plans 

• £1 98,000 to resurface part of the A1 07 in Lower 
Clapton Road 

• £70,000 to improve the area around Lubavitch Girls 
Primary School, in Stamford Hill, including pedestrian 
islands or widened pavements. 

London’s Transport Commissioner, Peter Hendy, said: 
“This £4million investment will go towards directly 
improving transport for people in Hackney.” 


Election time 

A BY-ELECTION is set to take place in the borough, 
following the resignation of a ward councillor. 

Residents in Springfield Ward will go to the polls on 
December 20 to fill the vacancy left by Eric 
Ollerenshaw, who has left to stand as an MP for a newly 
created seat in the North West at the next General 
Election. Only Springfield residents on the electoral 
register are eligible to vote in this by-election, and they 
will receive a polling card at the beginning of 
December. There is still time to register to vote, 
however, ahead of a 5 December deadline. 

Residents can vote in person at a polling station 
between 7am and 10pm on 20 December; by post; and 
by proxy.

More than 85 firefighters 
tackled the massive fire, 
which engulfed a disused

Hackney Wick warehouse 
in 50 ft flames. 

The London Fire Brigade 
(LFB) received hundreds of 
calls from concerned 
residents. A rapid response 
by the emergency services, 
however, meant no one was 
injured and the blaze was 
successfully brought under 
control. 

The first fire crews were 
on the scene within 
five minutes of the first 
999 calls. 

Workers were told to 
leave the industrial area in 
Water den Road after the 
fire broke out, while 
residents living nearby were 
asked to stay indoors and 
keep their windows shut. 
Rail services were also 
suspended between Dalston 


Kingsland and Stratford. 

The cause of the fire, 
which began at midday on 
12 November, is not 
thought to be suspicious. 

The warehouse on the 
western edge of the 2012 
Olympic site was due 
to be demolished and 
contained asbestos, but 
health officials said only 
long-term exposure posed a 
significant risk. 

Fiona Fletcher Smith, 
Council Corporate Director 
for Neighbourhoods and 
Regeneration, added: “The 
London Fire Brigade’s 
response was outstanding. 
They brought the fire 
under control very quickly 
and ensured there were 
no injuries. 

“The Council was on 



stand-by to evacuate 
residents if necessary. 
Residents and staff were 
kept informed with updates 
on the Council website and 
call centre staff were 
fully briefed. 

“Council officers were in 
close contact with the 
emergency services at all 
times and our emergency 
planning team was at 
the scene.”

It lasts 
for eight days and is a family 
time of celebration, gifts, 
parties, games and food. 


Chinese and 
Vietnamese 
New Year 


Known as the Spring festival, 
Chinese New Year 2008 falls 
on 7 February, and celebrates 
the earth coming back to life. 

On the New Year’s eve there 
is a big feast with celebrations 
over 1 5 days ending with a 
lantern festival. 

Vietnamese New Year, 
known as Tet, falls on the 
same day as Chinese New 
Year, and is marked by 
attending church and 
temple, and visiting 
family and friends. 


Christmas 


The major 
festival of the 
Christian 
calendar, starts 
on 25 December, Christmas 
Day, and over the next 1 2 days 
celebrates the birth of Jesus 
Christ.

Eid-al-Adha 



Known as the Feast of Sacrifice, it 
lasts for three days and will be 
celebrated by Muslims on around 20 
iim December this year. 

The occasion marks the end of Hajj (the annual 
pilgrimage to Mecca), and the prophet Ibraham's 
(Abraham) willingness to obey God by sacrificing 
his son Isma’il (Ishmael). 

The feast re-enacts this with the sacrificing of a 
cow or ram. Families eat about a third of the meat 
and donate the rest to the poor. 

Muslims celebrate by going to the mosque in the 
morning and then having a festive family meal.

T HE sacrifices of 
servicemen and 
women who died 
for their country 
were honoured by young 
and old in the borough on 
Remembrance Sunday. 

More than 200 
veterans, cadets, reservists, 
dignitaries and residents 
took part in a service at 
St John at Hackney Church 
in Lower Clapton. 


It began with a 
procession from Reading 
Lane led by the Jewish 
Lads and Girls Brigade 
Band via Mare Street. 

The Speaker of Hackney, 
Faizullah Khan, was among 
those who then laid poppy 
wreaths at the church 
memorial to all those who 
have lost their lives during 
military service. He said: 

“It remains terribly 
important that we do not 
forget the sacrifices made 
by the people who lost their 
lives during the Second 
World War. 


“We must never forget 
their courage and 
determination. We must 
also remember all those 
who have fought in wars 
since and who are 
doing so today. I 
would particularly 
like to mark the 
dedication of all those 
from Hackney who 
have served, and are 
serving, our country.” 

After the service by 
Rev Rob Wickham, the 
procession made its 
way back to the Town 
Hall Square, where a

YOUNG people who have 
been in trouble with the 
law have helped raise 
money to support ex- 
Service men and women. 

The teenagers got stuck 
in making some of the 36 
million paper poppies sold 


on the streets to raise 
money for the British 
Legion’s annual appeal. 

The Hackney 
Youth Offending Team 
(YOT) run scheme sees 
participants doing 
community work 
to make 
amends for 
past criminal 
and anti-social 
behaviour. 


They also grow 
vegetables to raise funds 
for charity; deliver leaflets 
for the Fire Brigade; and 
carry out maintenance 
work at Hackney parks. 
The 12 to 18- 
year-olds, who 
have been 
involved with 
crimes such as 
theft, robbery 
and drug 




dealing, are also given 
support to make positive 
choices about education, 
training and job 
opportunities. 

One 16-year-old 
offender, who is now at 
college and plans to go to 
university, said: “It’s made 
me see there is more out 
there I could be doing with 
my life.” 

Currently the scheme 
has a 60 per cent success 
rate for participants who 
don’t go on to re-offend.

T he new centre at 
1 Hillman Street 
will bring key 
services, ranging 
from handling Council Tax 
enquiries to promoting 
recycling, together under 
one roof for the first time. 


KEY FACT 


The new building 
will stand on a 
foundation base 
made from the crushed 
remains of the 
demolished Dorothy 
Hodgkin House. 


This means it will be 
much easier for residents to 
access services. Currently 
people have to travel across 
Hackney to over 80 
different Council offices to 
get the help they need. 

The building’s innovative 
design by Hopkins Architects 
will complement the Town 
Hall. Even from inside the 
new centre, the 1930s Art 
Deco, Grade II listed 
building will be visible 
through a glass facade, and 
it is hoped 1 Hillman Street 
be a fine addition to 
Hackney’s townscape. 

The Town Hall is a 
much loved landmark 
A for many local 
people and will 
remain the Council’s 
principal building, 
after the new centre 
opens in March 
2010. This £48million

project will ultimately 
be funded by the sale of 
redundant, Council owned, 
office land on the City 
fringe. 

This re-investment in 
services has been made 
possible because the 
Council is in a strong 
financial position.

old Council offices are in 
poor condition and don’t 
meet modern standards for 
access to services, safety and 
environmental 
sustainability. 

“The old buildings are 
also expensive to run, 
many being leased from 
other owners. 

“Retaining and updating 
them would cost far more 
in the long term than 
building this new service 
hub, which will be more 
convenient for residents 
and provide better value 
for money for Council 
taxpayers.”

building, the focus for people 
working in the offices and 
the place where the public 
will meet.

Going green - designed with the environment in mind 


The new service centre will use green measures to reduce carbon emissions and save energy: 


• Central atrium - a key design 
feature that will let in lots of 

light and form a natural ventilation 
system 

• Solar power - panels in the roof will 
harness the sun’s rays to top 


up the electricity supply 
• Hot water - from a biomass boiler. 
Carbon dioxide produced from 
burning wood pellets will be 
balanced by carbon dioxide 
absorbed by trees as they grow 


• Travel - bringing services under one 
roof will cut emissions with no need 
to travel between different offices 

• Materials - selected to be non- 
polluting, recycled and renewable 
where possible

S wimming sensation 
Dervis Konuralp is 
determined to bring 
back gold from the 
Paralympic Games next 
summer - and he reckons 
living in Hackney gives him 
a major advantage.

2007 Training at London Fields Lido for Beijing 2008 Paralympic Games 



The 27-year-old says the 
reopening of London Fields 
Lido was the main reason 
behind his decision to take 
the plunge and go for it. He 
trains three mornings a 
week at the Lido - the 
Capital’s only outdoor, 
heated Olympic-sized pool. 
And with two bronze 
Paralympic medals already 
under his belt, he’s aiming to 
bring back ‘the big G’ for 
the 100m butterfly. 

“When I decided to train 
for Beijing 2008, the Lido 
was a major factor. It’s the 
size of pool I’ll be competing 
in, so to have this in my 
back garden was an 
opportunity I couldn’t 
ignore,” he said. 

Dervis, who has lived in 
Hackney all his life, has 
Stargardt’s Macular 
Dystrophy, which means he 
has no central, but perfect 


peripheral vision. This 
makes it difficult for him to 
know exactly where he is in 
the pool. He said: “With my 
sight, it helps to train in a 
50m pool because I know 
when the wall is coming up, 
how many strokes it takes 
to get there, and I can do 
turns correctly at each end 
of the pool.” 


Dervis was diagnosed 
with the condition aged 
nine, but discovered sport 
was an area where he could 
compete with his 
classmates. 

“I didn’t need to see the 
blackboard, use a computer 
or read a book. It was an 
environment where the 
amount of sight I had, 


allowed me to be on a par 
with fellow students. I 
enjoyed all sports, but I took 
to swimming like a duck to 
water,” he said. 

At secondary school, 
Dervis was spotted by 
swimming coach Michelle 
Weltman - still with him 
today - and his career really 
took off. 

He won numerous 
national competitions, 
before becoming one of the 
youngest swimmers to take 
part in the 1996 Atlanta 
Paralympic Games, aged 
just 15, where he came fifth. 

Dervis has since gone on 
to win bronze medals in the 
Paralympic Games at 
Sydney 2000 and Athens 
2004. And has broken 
numerous world records. 
But it is the gold next 
summer, which will really 
make him proud. “The 


ultimate stage is the 
Paralympics and that’s what 
people remember you for,” 
he said. 

Dervis, who is half 
Turkish Cypriot, half 
English, is one of six 
children. He works for the 
family business, as well as 
swimming twice a day, six 
days a weeks.

THE GREEN GENIE 


All your recyling 
questions answered 


Q: I’ve recently purchased a compost bin. 

I’ve heard that you have to get the right mix 
of materials and balance your ‘greens’ and 
‘browns’. What does this mean? 

A: Great ingredients for composting include fruit and 
vegetable peelings, tea bags, plant trimmings and grass 
cuttings, known as ‘greens’. They rot quickly and provide 
important gases and moisture. 

Other things to compost include cardboard, egg boxes, 
scrunched up paper and fallen leaves, these are known 
as ‘browns’ and rot slower. They provide fibre and carbon 
and allow air pockets to form in the mixture. 

Good compost does rely on getting the mix right and Jj 

keeping your greens and browns properly balanced. J * 

If your compost is too wet, add more browns. If it is too V 

dry, add some greens. Making sure there is enough air jR 

in the mixture is also important for successful home [/ 

composting. 


Golden brown 



Leaves are a good source of free garden compost 


• Take a black bin liner 
and make some holes in 
the side and bottom 

• Rake up fallen leaves and 
place them in the bag 

• When almost full, 
sprinkle them with water, 
shake and tie 

• Store in a shady spot, 

or in your garden shed if 
you have one. 

• Be patient, by the 
following Autumn the 
leaves will have rotted 
down into a rich, 
crumbly mixture, which 
can be used as a mulch 
on flower beds and 
around the base of plants 

Leaf mould is suitable for 
all types of soil, reduces 
the need for peat, and 
provides free, organic 
matter that can also be 
used in seed and potting 
mixes if well rotted.

Get sorted 


RECYCLING crews have 
issued a plea to residents 
to help them speed up 
their rounds by sorting 
waste before putting it out 
for collection. 

People are asked 
to separate out their Green 
Box recycling into different 
groups for paper, glass, 
plastic bottles and so on. 

The Council crews sift 
through your waste at the 
kerbside to make sure 
unsuitable items don’t make 
it into the recycling stream. 

Quickly sorting through 
people’s recycling in busy 


streets, with other vehicles 
often waiting to pass the 
collection trucks, can be 
a difficult task however. 

So residents can help 
crews sort more quickly 
and efficiently, by grouping 
together the recycling in 
their Green Boxes. Any 
plastic bags used to 
separate materials will also 
be recycled. 

Items left behind by 
crews should not be placed 
out for future collections, 
as that means they have 
been identified as 
contaminates. 




To make it easier for the crews to 
separate your recycling, please 
place squashed plastic bottles and 
cardboard in a separate container 
or bag, next to your Green Box.

Currently, around one 
million tonnes of textiles 
enter the waste stream 
every year but in Hackney, 
there are a number of 
options to recycle your old 
clothes. 

If you live in a street level 
property, you can put 
clothing and shoes in your 
Green Box collection, 
remember to place clothes 


in a plastic bag to keep 
them dry, and tie all shoes 
together. 

There are also a number 
of textile banks scattered 
across the borough at 
various recycling points. 

Plus the Council holds 
four Give or Take events a 
year when you can swap 
all sorts of unwanted 
household items including 
clothing.

A 16-year-old writes challenges assumptions about young people in care 


S OME people say that it is 

because of a disability, others 
say it is because their parents 
do not want them. 

Well, the only way that people’s 
eyes will be open is by me telling you 
what it is like being a care leaver 
right here in Hackney. 

There is lot of stigma about being 
in care. People are put into care for 
reasons including family break-up, 
parental problems or if they are 
vulnerable or in danger. You may 
think these things do not happen but 
I got news for you... they do! 

Most people assume that I, and 
others in care, are disruptive, rude and 
out of control, but that is not true. 

One thing about being in long-term 
care is that it makes you grow-up

I am lucky that I have experienced 
both good and bad carers.

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All the world’s a stage 


By Sally England 


T oy theatres were 
popular 

entertainment for 
the Victorians. 
Young and old cut out 
characters and scenery 
from printed sheets of 
paper, then stuck them 
together for performances 
at home. 



The history of toy 
theatres is closely linked 
to Hoxton - home to the 
most famous shop - 
Pollock’s. 

It started life selling 
prints of stage stars at 208 
Hoxton Old Town (later 
73 Hoxton Street). 

The proprietor’s 
daughter Eliza Redington 
married Benjamin Pollock 
in their teens and when 
the couple inherited the 
shop in 1872 they 
branched out into toy 
theatres. 

Benjamin changed the 
printing process from 
expensive engraved 
copper plates to more 
economical lithographic 
stones and throughout the 
60 years he ran the 
business, never let anyone 


else undertake the skilled 
preparation of the stones. 

The business struggled 
in competition with a Mr 
Webb, just half a mile 
away, although the two 
businessmen never spoke. 

One day however, Webb 
quarrelled with a 
customer who had come 
all the way from Scotland. 
He was celebrated 
novelist Robert Louis 
Stevenson, who later 
wrote about his trip to 
London in an essay, which 
ignored Webb’s 
completely and made 
Pollock’s famous. 

Louise and Selena 
Pollock took over the 
business after their 
parents’ deaths, but were 
unable to manage the 
heavy lithographic 


printing stones, so could 
only sell old stock. 

Gradually the sheets ran 
out and the sisters sold 
their remaining stock in 
1944 to a bookseller, just 
before a flying bomb 
damaged the old shop 
beyond repair. 

The bookseller went 
bust soon after and the 
stock lay in a warehouse 
until 1955, when it was 
bought by Marguerite 
bawdry, who ran a version 
of Pollock’s from her 
Kensington drawing 
room. Gradually this 
became a museum, which 
was until recently based in 
Goodge Street, in the West 
End. 

Its collection is 
currently in storage whilst 
new premises are sought.

HOLDERS of a Freedom Pass can now use it on the new 
London Overground Network. 

The Freedom Pass scheme for older and disabled 
Londoners, paid for by the capital’s 33 boroughs, is the 
most comprehensive concessionary fares scheme in the 
country. 

Extending it to the Overground means extra benefits for 
disabled pass holders, including 24-hc 
free travel on the new network, trams, 
buses, DLR and tube. 

While those aged 60 or over can 
travel free on the network, 
tube, buses, DLR and trams 
from 9am, and from 9.30am on 
national rail services. 


Views on new Homerton route? 

LONDON Buses want residents’ views on a new double- 
decker service planned for next summer. 

The proposed 425 would run between Clapton and 
Stratford, via Homerton Hospital, Mile End and Bow Church. 
The new route links the hospital and Mile End via Kenton 
and Lauriston roads. 

Proposals also include some changes to the 276 and S2 
routes, so have your say by picking up a consultation leaflet 
from Homerton library and submit your views by 1 4 
December. 

Lido station breaks records 

PASSENGER numbers at London Fields train station have 
seen a meteoric rise this year. 

A survey undertaken by the local Rail Users’ Group at the 
‘one’ West Anglia station found user numbers had doubled 
since the introduction of a new timetable two years ago. 

In the morning rush hour, 366 Hackney residents used the 
station, compared with just 1 41 two years ago, and a mere 
32 when counts began 1 2 years ago. 

Plus 259 workers helped ease congestion on local roads by 
commuting into Hackney by train, compared to 1 21 in 2005 
and just 65 12 years ago.

Honey roasted pear pancakes 
with almond mascarpone 

Serves 4-6 


Ingredients Method 


• 1 20g or 40oz plain flour 

• 1 egg beaten 
•300ml or V 2 pint of milk 

• 1 tablespoon of olive oil 
•30g toasted flaked almonds 
•2-3 pears peeled cored and cut 

in quarters 

•3 table spoons of honey plus 
extra for garnish 


Preparation time 

less than 40 mins

30 to 45 mins

• Put flour in a mixing bowl, make a well in the centre, add the 
egg and slowly add half the milk, whisk well until mix is 
smooth, then add rest of milk and oil, whisk well, pass the 
mixture and chill. 

• Place the pear quarters on a baking tray, drizzle honey evenly 
over them, then bake in a pre-heated oven on gas mark 6 for 
10-15 mins, or until the pears start to caramelise. When ready 
remove from oven and leave to cool to just above room temp. 

• Using a non-stick frying pan, heat a little butter and cover the 
base of the pan with the pancake mix (stirring before you pour) 
cook on a medium heat for 2-3 mins turning occasionally. 
•When pancakes are ready, place on a plate, line some of the 
pear mix down the centre of the pancake and roll. Garnish with 
a nice scoop of mascarpone, sprinkle almonds over the 
pancake and mascarpone, drizzle with honey.

Generally they can help with Council related 
matters, but if the issue is the responsibility 
of another person or organisation, they can 
often point you in the right direction and tell 
you who you need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - illustrated in the 
map opposite.
